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HE TREASURY began the current 
fiscal year, aa Jul)* i, igii, facing on 
the otic hand an estimated deficit fur 
the year, r.n The bain r,t tK^ latest Budget 
figures, amounting to Well over $600,000,000. 
and 00 the other hand the necessity of rt- 
financing about $4,450,000,000 of short -dated 
debt maturing within the year, in the form 
<if Vktor> note*, War Saving certificates 
and Treasury certificate* of indebtedness. 
With these vast refunding operations to 
carry (in, it is, of coarse, of the mat im- 
portance that the Budget should balance for 
live year, making provision at the same time 
for meeting tegular annual charge* tike the 
sinking fund and leaving 00 deficit to be 
financed hj new borrnnirigs. The primary 
problem uf the year, therefore, has been to Re- 
duce expenditure* to »ueh an extent a* to brim; 
the Budget into bal.iiKr, . - j 1 ■ J t-:i tin- problem 
the whole administration, under the; leader- 
ship of the President, » addrcioing itself. 

These effort*, kinder the Budget *i stem, are 
1 -mi cm r.iti'il .ind 1 ■(oriiinated through the 
Bureau of the Budget, which hat now be- 
come established js the arm o! tlir Ksenjtive 
IP enforce economic* in the admini*cr*rive 
expenditures of the Government. 

The table on the nest page, giving the laiest 
Huditrt estimates of receipts and expenditures 
f<ir rhc present riscal year, show; the dimen- 
sions of the problem. 

Eliminating- the Deficit 

HESE estimate*, it ivill be noted, includr 
among the receipts, payments of about 
Ki.iS,aoo,uoo at interest un foreign obligations, 
about $100,000,000 of which represent* in- 
terest on the British dehr t<i the United 
States, and also StfXi.000,000 i«f expected re- 
turns to the Treasury- a* a result of the 
gradual liquidatnm of the Wat Finance 
Corporation. On the other hand, the esti- 
mate* of r-ipenditures, which ate based on the 
figure* received from the several 'pending 
department* and rstabli-tmieills make no 
allowance j'oi e\rraiirdmaii expenditure, not 
already provided for by legislation, ttt, for 
example, a saldirrt' bonus, and the indicated 
deficit of $673^100,000 is entirely without 
regard in any l barge* of this character. 

To reduce tli* iletu-ir ^iid it possible elimi- 
nate It by the end of the year, » the end 
toward which the whole adtiriniiitrarion is 
striving, and the best hope of accomplishing 
ft will be through increaAed revenue* from 
realfr.ation on securities and surplus prop- 
erty; and more particularly in further reduc- 
tions to expenditure. 

An analysis of the figure* given fat the 
accompanying statement allows which direc- 
tion thrw efforts can take -jud how diffi'iiU 
it is to deal with many item* of t.vpctiditure.

The Sen-itur in ch-npr <-t the hill fur a Mildii-r-a' bonus demon- 
rated the process during the debate on August Jj. He pro- 
posed to show, by way oi pioving that folk in the United State* 
can well alford to pay shut billion* more in taxe*. that the per 
capita tJve? levied in the United Stares are low a* compared to 
taxes in Germany, England, and France Hi* proms was to 
t;ikc tlie item in the German budget showing thr direct and in- 
direct tastes Germany «•» going to raise, assume that the mark 
had its pre-war value ot slightly mr: t..ur to the dollar, and 
announce that German taxes were equivalent to $105.73 for 
every man, woman, and child in Germany! 

That it a kind of legerdemain that will make any German who 
see* the figure gasp with amazement. The Senator's calculation 
was for 1930. tn that year the mark ranged in value from 
47 tn 74 id the dullsr- On the day when the Senator add rose d 
thr Senate, it took more than 1.400 mark* to buy a dollar. 

That it is no simple matter to arrive at a correct formula foe 
nuking a statement in our money of the value of a mark tn 
Germany i* readily admitted, but that the easy method of ig- 
noring the war and all that went with it ami .i--,anutit; the 
ark should be tiiknt ji n\ worth in June, 1014, j> absurd, 
scarcely need* demonstration. 

The Senator's statement regarding the dollar equivalent of 
rk* bring* out in striking fashion the nature of many of the 
statements u»ed in support of the bonus, bill. They smack of 
the tricks of the magician who raises rabbit* in silk hati.

The American clergy look 
hold and were welcomed by the spiritual shep- 
herds of the foreign communities. The 
Playgrounds Association did 'ns part, the 
officer* of the tii-thleln-m Steel Corpuration 
and other rannui at Hiring plants htgati tu take 
a protective interest in their foreign laborer*, 
and to fit lliern tor and show thctil huw to 
become fitizein,.
